San Diego, Cal., Jan. 7.—A hand 
some granite moinument, erected to 
the memory of the fifty-seven men of 
the United States navy, who were kill 
ed in the explosion of the Benning 
ton’s boilers in the harbor of San Die­ 
go, July 21, 1906. was dedicated today 
with Impressive ceremonies. 
The ex­ 
e rt‘sea were participated In by sever­ 
al thousand sailors, soldiA's and ma­ 
rines, m elding the crews of the cruis­ 
ers Charleston, Chicago. 
Milwaukee 
and other vessels of the navy now 
in San diego 
The oration of the day 
was delivered by Rear-Admiral Casper 
F. Goodrich, Commandant of the Brook­ 


lyn Navy Yard, anti who was in com­ 
mand of the Paetflc fleet at the time 
ot the Bennington disaster. 
The monument consists of a hand­ 
some granite shaft 64 feet high, and 
was erected by popular subscription, 
on the plat of ground set as* I'* ss 
the last resting place of the Benning 
ton victims. 
It stands on the summit 
cf Point ]/)ina 
directly above Fort 
Rosecrans, and overlooks the Bay of 
San Diego, the ocean, parts of Mexico 
and the beautiful mountainous regions 
of Souhthern California.

TWO HORE VISITED. 


Night Riders Cause Considerable 
Damage by Another Raid. 
Paris, Ky,, Jan. 
7.—Night 
riders 
made their appearance In force In the 
Burley tobsceo district 
late 
Monday 
night, 
visiting 
two 
tow ns—one 
In 
Fleming, the other in Bath 
county— 
and destroyed two warehouses and a 
big general store. The raiders did not 
fire a shot at either place, but went 
about their work In a quiet way, leav­ 
ing as soon as the work had been ac­ 
complished. 
The men were masked 
and heavily armed and created a reign 
of terror among the citizens of the lit­ 
tle villages. 
The first visit was made to the town 
of Bethel, Bath county. 
This little 
village ha* about 500 inhabitants and 
the |>eople were totally unprepared 
for the raid. 
The men marched Into 
town 
shortly 
before 
midnight 
and 
those who were aroused were told to 
go back Into the houses. The mob pro­ 
ceeded directly up the main street of 
the village and saturating with oil the 
big Independent house of A. R. Robin­ 
son, soon had it a mass of flames. A’s 
soon as the riders left the village the 
citizens rushed to the scene of the 
flames and attempted to put out the 
fire. 
Before they succeeded In th ti, 
however, the general store of Peters 
Bros., adjoining the warehouse, was 
burning and all efforts to save It were 
futile. 
From Bethel the rallders visited the 
little town of Shurbourne, in Fleming 
county, where they destroyed the Inde­ 
pendent warehouse of Daugherty Bros. 
Not a shot was fired, but the raiders, 
In order to prevent any ald from being 
summon? 
cut all telephone and tele­ 
graph wires leading tnt© both places. 
The loss caused by the raid Is not 
known, as the exact amount of the 
tobacco In warehouses could not be 
ascertained.
